CENSORSHIP PAR EXCELLENCE. 

We learn from the daily papers that a sur¬ 
prisingly large number of very well known 
novels were recently banished from the 
shelves of a large middle western library. 
After finding the clever satire of “Ann Ver¬ 
onica” and the more or less pathetic humor 
of “Mr. Polly” condemned on the list, among 
others, as “sordid;” Mr. Robert W. Cham¬ 
bers denominated “of no interest;’ and Mr. 
Robert Herrick’s recent sociologic study “To¬ 
gether” thrown out as “questionable;’ one 
is surprised only to notice the omission of 
“Septimus,” “Uncle Tom's Cabin” and the 
“Bird’s Christmas Carol.” 

It is—fortunately or unfortunately—true 
that the most potent argument against many 
a reform is, paradoxically speaking, the re¬ 
form itself. And of’no reform is this more 
true than of book censorship. How difficult it 
is to draw the line; how quickly the attempt 
to do so leads to utter absurdity is shown 
nowhere more clearly than in this recent 
public library pronouncement. 

No one realizes more keenly than the 
Publishers’ Weekly, the necessity of a clear- 
cut stand for decency in literature, no one 
regrets more keenly the occasional necessity 
of defining that stand in concrete instances. 

But, if we are to believe the newspaper re¬ 
ports, the librarians of the Detroit and 
Minneapolis public libraries—both are named 
in the press notices—are not discriminating 
against these books on moral grounds, but on 
grounds of personal opinion as to what is 
most “suitable” for book readers in their 
respective cities. One admits that both the 


“literary merit” and the “morality” of the 
books banned “are unquestioned.” “They are 
simply regarded” by the librarian in charge, 
we are told, “as unsuitable.” 

Such an assumption of discriminative labor 
is, in the first place, unfair to the librarian. 
Think of the tremendous responsibility of 
deciding upon “suitable” reading for several 
hundred thousand people, and especially of 
choosing between books of equally high liter¬ 
ary merit, of excellent moral tone and, by 
the consensus of cultivated people, clever and 
interesting as well. It is a task which most 
of us would wish to shirk. 

And the grounds given for condemnation? 

If “Tono-Bungay” be “sordid,” so also is 
“Les Miserables”; if “Together” be some¬ 
what heterodox from a sociologic standpoint, 
how can “The Servant in the House” hope 
to pass; if “The Danger Mark” be uninter¬ 
esting, what can be said for “Lord Ormont 
and his Araminta”? 

Simultaneously with the appearance of 
the new biennial volume of “Who’s Who in 
America” we are in receipt of a circular 

from another “Who’s Who in -, ’ a fair 

type of that flood of pseudo biographical dic¬ 
tionaries which, however legitimate they may 
be as sharp business propositions, cannot help 
but bring discredit on the whole “Who’s 
Who” series of publications. 

The character of these alleged “selective 
compilations” may be judged from the fol¬ 
lowing quotations (the italics are ours) : 

“Owing to the cosmopolitan character of 
the work, only biographical sketches of per¬ 
sons on our eligible list can be inserted, and 
all statements of fact are subject to editorial 
verification. Positively no charge is made 
for inserting the sketches, but all persons 
referred to are expected to subscribe in ad¬ 
vance for one complete copy of the work, to 
be delivered within ten days after its bind¬ 
ing. 

“The next edition will be illustrated by 
portraits and heraldic coats-of-arms. 

“I am informed by the editor that your 
name is on the revised list of eligibles. 

The “portraits” and “coats-oDarms” of 
course come extra, at so much per. 

It may at once be put dowii as axio¬ 
matic that no method of selection predicated 
on previous subscription makes the book 
worth consideration as a reference work. 
The appeal to vanity is, however, so insidious 
that there is little doubt that the enterprise 
is to the promoters financially worth while. 
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MOTOR VS. RAIROAD MAIL TRANS¬ 
PORTATION. 

The report that Postmaster-General Hitch¬ 
cock has a large force of statisticians at work 
upon a more searching investigation of rail¬ 
way mail transportation than has yet been 
made calls attention to the fact that the 
English Postmaster-General has a direct and 
efficient method of keeping down railroad 
rates for the transportation of mail matter, by 
introducing motor transportation in compe¬ 
tition with them when necessary. The auto¬ 
bile trucks used are specially built for long 
distance mail service, and are owned and 
operated by the government. 

For years the post-office has been trans¬ 
porting mail matter from London to such 
nearby cities as Portsmouth, Dover, Hast¬ 
ings and Southampton in automobile trucks. 
The. post-office, finding the automobile mail 
service to the towns mentioned very success¬ 
ful and economical, has inaugurated a new 
automobile service to Birmingham, and in¬ 
termediate towns. Birmingham is no miles 
from London. This will be the longest auto¬ 
mobile mail route in the country. 

The post-office policy is to establish auto¬ 
mobile routes to cities that can be reached 
from London within ten, eight and six hours. 
Thus the automobile truck can take out mails 
from London when they are sorted after the 
close of business hours and deliver them in 
time for distribution early next morning in 
towns from fifty to 150 miles distant. The 
service is said to be much cheaper than if it 
was performed by the railroads. 

Unfortunately our greater distances pre¬ 
clude the possibility of a similar service here. 


A SIDE LIGHT ON FRANK A. MUNSEY. 

In the latest “confessions” of the American 
Publishing world, John Adams Thayer’s re¬ 
cently published autobiography “Astir; a 
Publisher’s Life Story,” there are many inter¬ 
esting anecdotes of contemporary magazine 
men and things. Perhaps the most interest¬ 
ing, however, is the inside story, in docu¬ 
mentary detail, of Thayer’s month and a day 
position as advertising manager of the Mun- 
sey publications. 

Thayer had had twenty years previous 
varied experience in every branch of publish¬ 
ing work from compositor and typefounder 
to travelling salesman, type expert and adver¬ 
tising man. In six years he had risen to an 
enviable success as advertising manager of 
The Ladies' Home Journal. Having resigned 
the latter position of his own accord to take 
service with Mr. Munsey at a salary and 
under conditions which made a mild sensation 
in the advertising world, having won a splen¬ 
did professional and personal reputation, one 
can imagine the jolt when iust twenty-eight 
days after the change Mr. Munsey wrote him 
a letter which read in part as follows: 

“I have been studying you I suppose* about 
as closely as I should expect you to study 
a new man in your department. . . . 


“In a word, you are not the strong man I 
expected you to be. You have shown nothing 
of the versatility I‘expected to find in you, 
nothing of the alertness of temperament I 
expected to find in you. You have brought no 
new ideas to the house, no new ideas to the 
advertising department. You have brought 
no business, either directly or indirectly, to 
the advertising department in the four weeks 
you have been here—not so much as a line. 
You have shown no extraordinary genius in 
your correspondence; you have written no 
advertising, have got up no advertising. And 
in. your handling of the force you have not 
evidenced any remarkable executive ability 
or even first rate diplomacy. . . . 

“When you complained yesterday that I 
did not show sufficient confidence in you, I 
replied that you had done nothing yet to 
command my confidence. You answered that 
it was three, months before you did anything 
at ‘The Ladies’ Home Journal’ [sic]. Be this 
as. it may, I submit to you that there is a 
wide difference between the young man di¬ 
rect from a typefoundry, with absolutely no 
knowledge of the advertising business, aiid 
no pretence of knowledge of the advertising 
business, and on a nominal salary—between 
such a man and a giant in the business, a 
full-grown man, a fully equipped man, a great 
big salaried man. From the one I should not 
expect much, from the other I have everv 
right to expect a great deal. 

“Such answers as these on this point show 
a lack on your part of a closely reasoning 
mind, and no man can appeal to me, can 
command my confidence in a managerial 
position unless he shows well-thought-out 
reasons for every act, every move he makes, 
every statement he makes.’ This is only one 
of the instances that lead me to believe that 
you are not a close reasoner. Moreover, your 
tendency towards red tape, your tendency to 
surround yourself with a halo of exaggerated 
importance, your .petty jealousy when a man 
fiom the advertising department comes to 
me, or I send to him to come to me—all this 
is extremely distasteful to me, and will not 
go for a minute in this house.” 

Mr. Thayer’s letter in reply was as direct 
and breezy as his chief’s. 

Mr. Munsey had thought himself mistaken 
in selecting Mr. Thayer. How much mis¬ 
taken he was in letting him go after events 
showed, when Thayer, after a year on the 
Boston Journal, came back to New York to 
the task of renovating the Delineators adver¬ 
tising department. 

How he succeeded with that erstwhile 
black sheep among periodicals is now past 
history. How Mr. Thayer, with Erman J. 
Ridgway and Geo.. W. Wilder, the head of 
the Butterick Publishing Co.', bought Every¬ 
body's and the story of the latter magazine’s 
spectacular rise form, of course, the most 
interesting part of the present book. There 
is mighty little connected with Thomas W. 
Lawson that isn’t interesting, whatever else 
it is; and, after all, it was Lawson that 
“made” Everybody's. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Ayers M. Edwards, New England manager 
of the educational department of the Mac¬ 
millan Company, died in Boston Thursday 
last week. Mr. Edwards was connected with 
the Macmillan Company for four years and 
was engaged in the school book publishing 
trade for sixteen years. He was born in 
Bethel, Me., in 1857, and was graduated from 
Bowdoin College in the class of t88o. 

Leopold Delisle, the historian, a member 
of the French Institute, died last week Friday. 
He was born at Valognes, La Manche, in 
1826. He was grand officer of the Legion of 
Honor and a member of the Academic des 
Inscriptions et belles-lettres. He was edu¬ 
cated at the Ecole des Chartes. His works 
dealt mainly with subjects of French history. 
Among them were “Etudes et l’etat de l’agri- 
culture en Normandie au moyen age,” “ Le 
Cabinet et les Manuscripts de la Bibliotheque 
Nationale,” “Memoires sur les figures de 
I’Apocalypse,” and many bibliographical works. 


PERIODICAL NOTES. 

Lord Alfred Douglas, it is announced, has 
sold the London Academy to a syndicate, 
and henceforward will be in no way responsi¬ 
ble for the conduct of the paper. T. W. H. 
Crossland has also left the Academy. 

Probably the oddest journal in the world 
is a Spanish illustrated comic weekly called 
the Cut Cloth, which is printed on cloth the 
size of a handkerchief and costs five cents a 
number. After it has been read it is to be 
put in water, when the ink disappears and 
leaves a handkerchief behind. 

A new monthly journal devoted to the 
inventor class is the International Inventory 
to be published in the Tribune Building, New 
York City, by the International Publicity 
Company, composed of Julius Wodiska, Rich¬ 
ard F. (“Tody”) Hamilton and Allen Sam¬ 
uel Williams. Mr. Wodiska is a manufac¬ 
turer and author of “A Book of Precious 
Stones,” published last year by the Putnams, 
and long a member of the New York Press 
Club. Mr. Williams has served in various 
positions on metropolitan dailies and was 
formerly press agent of Madison Square 
Garden and of various exposition projects. 
“Tody” Hamilton, who needs no introduction 
to newspaper men, since his retirement from 
promoting publicity for the Barnum & Bailey 
show, shortly before the death of the late 
James A. Bailey, resides in Baltimore, but 
will return to live in this city. Both Mr. 
Wodiska and he are inventors and inter¬ 
ested financially in patented inventions. Their 
experiences incline them to believe that in¬ 
ventors want a paper, and they think they 
know what kind the inventors want. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Meredith Nicholson’s new novel, “The 
Siege of the Seven Suitors.” is announced for 
publication this autumn by Houghton Mifflin 
Company. 


Dana Estes & Company have recently 
issued a volume of poems, “Maybloom and 
Myrtle,” by Samuel Minturn Peck, author of 
“Cap and Bells,” “Alabama Sketches,” etc. 
The poems are purely lyrical and treat of 
many and varied aspects of nature and feel¬ 
ing. 

E. P. Dutton & Co., have just ready 
“Gathered Leaves from the Prose of Mary 
E. Coleridge,” with a memoir by her friend 
Edith Sichel. The book contains stories, 
essays and unpublished poems by the gifted 
woman who died in 1907 at the early age 
of forty-six. 

G. E. Stechert & Co. have issued as one 
of their Anastatic Reprints Augusta Theo¬ 
dosia Drane’s “Christian Schools and Schol¬ 
ars; or, Sketches of Education from the 
Christian Era to the Council of Trent.” This 
reprint is from the second edition published 
in London in 1881. 

Two books which open the treasures of 
“Plutarch’s Lives” to children are “The 
Children’s Plutarch, Tales of the Greeks,” 
and “The Children’s Plutarch, Tales of the 
Romans,” by F. J. Gould. The books have 
an introduction by William Dean Howells and 
are illustrated by Walter Crane. Harper & 
Brothers are the publishers. 

Wessels & Bissell issue this week an 
addition to the books of critical appreciation 
of Scott. The Hon. Albert S. G. Canning 
author of “Plistory in Scott’s Novels,” has 
written “Sir Walter Scott Studied in Eight 
Novels,” which deals with each of the eight 
novels individually and then has a chapter of 
general criticism of Scott’s writings. 

Neale Publishing Company, Washington, 
D. C., have just issued two books dealing with 
Virginia. The period immediately following 
the Reconstruction is the setting for “The 
Betrayal,” by Walter Neale and Elizabeth 
H. Hancock. In “The Sovereignty of the 
States,” by Walter Neale, is an emphatic 
statement of the author’s belief in states 
rights. 

Fetching rhymes each illustrated with a 
full page drawing done in colors are the 
prime favorites with smaller children, and 
this is what “The Discontented Stuffed Cat, 
and Other Moral Tales,” to be published in 
August by The Saalfield Publishing Com¬ 
pany, Akron, Ohio, is. Both rhymes and 
illustrations are the work of Clara Bell 
Thurston, by no means an unknown person in 
the realm of juvenile literature. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just ready 
two books of biography. The first is an ac¬ 
count of frontier life in 1866 by one who 
had actual and tragic experience of the In¬ 
dian fights in Wyoming; this is “My Army 
Life and Fort Phil. Kearney Massacre,”, by 
Frances C. Carrington. The other book is a 
two volume work by Charles Henry Jones, 
“The Life and Public Services of J. Glancy 
Jones,” the Democratic statesman of the time 
of the Mexican and Civil Wars. 
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“The Book of the Flower Show,” by 
Charles H. Curtis, F.R.H.S., the new addi¬ 
tion to the John Lane Company’s “Hand¬ 
books of Practical Gardening,” will appeal 
to many beside those who have the conduct of 
the many flower shows held annually through¬ 
out the United States. The chapters devoted 
to the several varieties of cut flowers and 
fruits, containing an account of the merits 
and faults of the various varieties, as well as 
other valuable hints, will be valuable to many 
housewives who wish an effective dinner ta¬ 
ble. The numerous illustrations are a particu¬ 
lar attraction. 

It is announced that in connection with 
the University of London, a Press company 
has been formed to carry on officially the 
work of printing and publishing under the 
aegis of the university, somewhat on the lines 
of the University Presses of Oxford and 
Cambridge. London university, by the way, 
is, unless we are mistaken, merely an examin¬ 
ing body, without teaching force. It is be¬ 
lieved that the volume of work to be handled 
by the new company, which is to be known 
as -the University of London Press, Ltd., will 
necessitate a working capital of £50,000, up¬ 
wards of £32,000 of which has been subscribed 
privately. 

Two new volumes have been added to The 
Guide Series which the Baker & Taylor Com¬ 
pany publish. “A Guide to Biography for 
Young Readers, American—Men of Mind,” 
by Burton E. Stevenson, gives sketches of 
authors, painters, actors, scientists, philan¬ 
thropists and others, who owe their emi¬ 
nence to mental ability. Esther Singleton’s 
“A Guide to Great Cities for Young Trav¬ 
elers and Others, Northwestern Europe,” has 
much information about ten cities in Eng¬ 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Holland, Germany, 
Denmark and Sweden. 

New sciences spring up almost daily in 
these days of social and mechanical progress. 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards is responsible for the 
latest of these and in her book “Euthenics, 
the Science of Controllable Environment.” 
published by Whitcomb & Barrows, she ex¬ 
plains what it is. The new science is the 
betterment of living, through conscious en¬ 
deavor, for the purpose of securing efficient 
human beings. It should precede eugenics 
as that deals with race improvement through 
heredity, while euthenics is for the present 
generation, and therefore should be the 
foundation for the other. 

Outside of New York City, Los Angeles 
and Washington are said to be the largest 
retail post-card markets in the United States. 
The daily sale in Los Angeles is about 5000, 
and in Washington it is about 4500. The sta¬ 
tistics for New York are not available, al¬ 
though it has a regularly organized post¬ 
card board of trade. One Washington post¬ 
card firm, which has two stores, carries a 
stock of over 25,000 different designs. Out¬ 
side of large cities, Mount Vernon, the home 
and tomb of Washington, is the largest post¬ 
card market in the country. During the sum¬ 
mer season the sales average about $100 a 
day. 


Senator Daniel, of Virginia, is the author 
of a standard work on “Negotiable Instru¬ 
ments.” On one occasion he explained to a 
friend how he came to write it, says Lazo 
Notes. “It was this way,” he said. “Some¬ 
body asked me whether a sight draft bore 
interest, and I couldn’t tell him. I was so 
ashamed of my ignorance that I determined to 
master the question at once, and from my 
study on this point I got the idea of writing 
a book on the subject.” “Well, Senator,” 
asked the friend, “does a sight draft bear 
interest.” Senator Daniel reflected for some 
moments, and then replied, “I declare, I 
have forgotten.” 

A book of power though of unpleasant sub¬ 
ject is published by John W. Luce & Co., this 
week. It is “The Unseen Thing,” by Anthony 
Dyllington, author of “The Green Domino.” 
The story tells of the misfortunes which an 
unconquerable physical repulsion for anything 
deformed, brings upon the hero. “The Un¬ 
seen Thing” is his elder brother who was 
born an unspeakable monstrosity and whose 
existence is only revealed when the young 
fellow has become a man. Another book 
from the same firm describes the college 
activities of Col. Roosevelt. The volume is 
the work of Donald Wilhelm and is called 
“Theodore Roosevelt as an Undergraduate.” 

There is something deeply inspirational 
in the triumph of a brave and beautiful girl 
over the oppression and cruelty of factory- 
labor. Human, tender and sweet, with an 
ever-responsive smile, Johnny Consedine, who- 
in spite of her name is the heroine, not the 
hero, of Grace MacGowan Cooke’s new novel, 
“The Power and the Glory,” published by 
Doubleday, Page & Company, comes down 
from the pure mountain air of her childhood 
to work in the stifling atmosphere and whir¬ 
ring din of the cotton mill. Trials crowd 
thickly upon her from the start. But buoy¬ 
antly certain and determinedly delighted with 
everything, no matter how hard the way, her 
superb courage and never faltering hope 
carry her through the blackest waters of 
despair to a victory worth while. 

H. G. Wells in a recent letter to his Amer¬ 
ican publishers, who are to bring out this 
Fall his latest work, ‘ The New Machiavelli,” 
denies that he is the author of any of “George 
Meek: Bath Chairman” except the preface. 
“I cannot understand,” writes Mr. Wells, 
“the mental quality of the people who can 
suppose that I. should deliberately write a 
lying preface ever my own signature to a 
book by myself, stating in the clearest man¬ 
ner that I did not write it.” He goes on to 
say that the whole idea is absurd because 
of its impossibility. “George Meek is a very 
real and inimitable human being, and I am 
about as capable of fabricating his work as he 
is of fabricating mine. Will you please make 
this denial public in whatever manner you 
think best.” 

Henry Holt & Company announce that, 
although the Christmas holidays of course 
are the prime times for juveniles, neverthe¬ 
less they are having nows in midsummer, to 
print new' editions of a half dozen of these 
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books for the young. In addition to Mrs. 
Etta Anthony Baker’s “The Youngsters of 
Centerville,” which has already been men¬ 
tioned, these reprints include the eighth of 
Mrs. Carroll Watson Rankin’s “Dandelion 
Cottage,” and the fifth of her “Girls of Gar- 
denville;” the seventh of Charles Pierce Bur¬ 
ton’s “Boys of Bob’s Hill,” and the second 
of its sequel, “The Bob’s Cave Boyswhile 
Miss Constance D’Arcv Mackav’s “The 
House of the Heart and Other Plays for 
Children,” which has but recently been is¬ 
sued, is already going into a new printing. 

August is to bring forth many new books 
with the imprint of Frederick A. Stokes 
Company upon their title-pages. “Watteau” 
will be the subject of the new book in the 
Masterpieces in Color Series, already so well 
known. Another art book is “Three French 
Painters of the 18th Century: Le Brun, 
Chardin and Fragonard.” The Thutnb-o- 
graph Series has three additions in “The 
Truth About My Friends,” “Secret Signa¬ 
tures of My Friends,” and “The People I 
Meet,” all of which are designed to supplant 
by novel methods the old-fashioned auto¬ 
graph album. Gift books de luxe and those 
in less pretentious guise but none the less 
welcome as remembrances are found among 
the volumes announced. “Confessions of St. 
Augustine” edited by E. B. Pusey and A. 
Ransome’s “A Book of Friendship” are 
among the more elaborate books, while the 
four little Rosemary Booklets fill the demand 
for simpler gifts. A. Ransorn is the author 
of another book to be ready in August, “A 
Historv of Story-telling,” -which promises to 
be most interesting. History is represented 
by Percy Withers’ “Egypt of Yesterday and 
To-day,” and H. R. Wadleigh’s “Munich, 
History, Monuments and Arts.” 


NOTES ON FALL BOOKS. 

The late Sir William Butler, author of 
“The Great Lone Land,” left a volume of 
reminiscences which will probably be pub¬ 
lished in the autumn. It ought to be an un¬ 
commonly entertaining book. The author 
had for some time been engaged upon a life 
of Napoleon, but it is said to be doubtful if 
it had reached a stage which admits of pub¬ 
lication. 

October will bring a “Bunnikins-Bunnies” 
book, the only one to appear this year. Miss 
Edith B. Davidson’s new volume is to be 
called “The Bunnikins-Bunnies in Europe” 
and will be uniform with “The Bunnikins- 
Bunnies in Camp,” last Fall’s book which so 
delighted the little folks. The books are pub¬ 
lished by the Houghton Mifflin Company. 

The latest book of that leading juvenile 
writer, James Otis, has to do with wireless 
telegraphy, motor boat cruises off the Maine 
coast, and similar matters of which the au¬ 
thor is well qualified to speak. Also an in¬ 
teresting and profitable experiment in breed¬ 
ing silver foxses for their skins, on an island 
twelve miles from the mainland, is described. 
The book is called “The Wireless Station 
at Silver Fox Farm,” and is to be published 


in September by Thomas Y. Crowell & Com¬ 
pany. 

“ ‘Now/ said the doctor, I’m going to show 
you the effect of alcohol upon your circula¬ 
tion.’ I think it was ‘circulation’ he said; it 
may have been ‘advertising.’ ” This is one 
of the opening paragraphs in the very last 
story that O. Henry wrote. He completed it 
only a few days before his death, and he got 
the material from his experiences in seeking 
relief from the very illness that was fatal to 
him. Like the very last line of one of his 
deep, whimsical stories, were the last con¬ 
scious words he said. It was dark on Sun¬ 
day morning, and he knew that he was going.

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A CIRCUIT RIDER’S WIFE 

By CORRA HARRIS 


In this book the wife of an itinerant 
Methodist preacher tells the story of his life, 
and of hers, for thirty years on a Southern 
circuit. It is a wonderful story of life 
among a crude people intensely in earnest 
about the salvation of their souls. Perhaps 
they were unfair to God, uncharitable to 
man and a little hypocritical toward them¬ 
selves, but after all, they were tremendously 
in earnest, and in these modern days, moral 
earnestness is sadly lacking. 

For thirty years this preacher and his 
wife ministered to the souls, minds and 
bodies of these Southern Methodists.

The hope of immor¬ 
tality is more a fear than a hope with many 
of us.” 

And so this woman goes through the 
thirty years of helpful loving work. At 
last her husband breaks down. The sti¬ 
pend of a superannuated Methodist clergy¬ 
man is generally between two and three 
hundred dollars a year. What else could 
the poor man do but die? And die he did.

She concludes that if 
her people down South are narrow and 
crude, they are, nevertheless, interested 
and concerned with genuine, true things. 

She says: “Up here the best, the wisest 
people do not know what the truth of God 
is. They think they can find it in science. 
Faith is for fools who cannot think. They 
are not trying to reconcile God to man, but 
man to God. ... I have the first out and 
out orthodox feeling of being backslid I 
ever had in my life. And it was not going, 
to theaters and tea-parties that brought it 
on. It was going to church every Sunday 
and hearing some preacher explain away 
the divinity of Jesus, or reduce His mir¬ 
acles to scientific formulas. I do not won¬ 
der that so many men and women go wrong 
in New York.”
